FEW MONTHS AGO, one 

of the last people we'd think 
of honoring as *Wrestler of the 
Month” was Pat Patterson. In the 
incredibly changing world of 
professional wrestling, nothing 
remains the same. Yet, the wild and 
unpredictable events of the past 
month have astounded even us. 

Pat Patterson is “Wrestler of the 
Month.” Probably even Pat is 
astounded by the ordeal and 
triumph that earned him this 
honor. He has gone from hated to 
beloved. All it took was one of the 
most incredible betrayals in 
wrestling history. 

It all started when Patterson's 
contract was sold by the Grand 
Wizard to Lou Albano. As one of 
the WWF's leading rulebreakers, 
Patterson seemed a natural for 
Albano's stable. Many people 
assumed their reign of terror would 
begin when Patterson joined the 
Samoans for a three-man tag team 
match. Only Albano and the 
Samoans knew the truth. 
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Pat Patterson rests in his corner and 
absorbs the cheers of the crowd (above). 
Patterson drops atop Tito Santana, whom 
he is not likely to confront in the 
near future. 


Early in the match, Patterson 
got in trouble. Incredibly, the 
Samoans refused to come to his 
aid. Patterson was enraged but 
helpless to do anything. Everyone 
soon realized the Samoans were 
under orders from Albano not to 
tag Patterson. Albano had thrown 
Patterson to the lions! 

Ignoring the match, Patterson 
went after Albano. Immediately, 
the Samoans came 10 their 
manager's aid. The terrible trio 
battered Patterson mercilessly. 
Albano even smashed a chair 
across Patterson's head! 

After this beating, Patterson 
challenged Lou Albano to a 
revenge match. Surprisingly, 
Albano accepted.

Guys like’ McGraw, George 
Steele, and Abdullah the 
Butcher, | don’t consider 
athletes. They know nothing of 
the finer points of the sport, 
They never consider a scientific 
move in their strategy. Just look 
at them. They climb into the ring 
and circle around like caged 
animals. Their heads twitch, their 
arms Най outward, They're 
usually not even civilized 
enough to wait for the bell 
before starting. If you're not 
completely on your guard, the 
match could be over before it 
even starts.” 

Fernandez has an extensive 
amateur background and 
although a relative newcomer to 


Florida champion Manny Fernandez would li 


the professional ranks, he has 
already established himself as 
one of the premier wrestlers in 
the world. “And when you say 
wrestler,” Manny said, “it should 
be clear what you mean. You’re 
not talking about someone who 
bites turnbuckles, who chokes, 
who gouges at your eyes. That’s 
wrestling? Well, it’s not. But the 
sport is still called wrestling and, 
unfortunately there is very little 
that stops a man from using 
those tactics. 

“1 am a wrestler. I'm proud 
that I can go in the ring, use my 
strength, use my leverage, use 
my knowledge of holds to put 
my opponent down. | don't have 
to maim a man to beat him. 


ke to see the wrestling commissions take 


a stronger stand on controlling the so-called animals of the sport. Above left; Bugsy

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Those animals do. Did you ever 
see Bugsy McGraw win with a 
scientific hold? No. He is 
incapable. The only way he can 
beat his opponent is to hurt 
him so badly that he can't 
get up. 

“It’s this kind of thing that will 
eventually destroy this great 
sport. The more the com- 
missions allow, the more 
wrestlers will suffer permanent 
injuries. What happens when so 
many wrestlers are hurt that 
there are not enough to go 
around? Then it will hit the 
officials where it hurts most and 
some changes will be made.” 

Fernandez believes that there 
is a place for the “brawler” in the 
sport. “I’m not saying that 
everybody should wrestle the 
same way,” he said. “By no 
means do | mean to imply that 
everybody should be like me. 
One of the most intriguing 
aspects of this sport is ‘the 
divergence of styles. Take a guy 
like Harley Race, for instance, 
He's not a personal favorite of 
mine, but | do have respect for 
the man. He'satough guy and he 
uses that toughness to win 
matches. He's a brawler. But 
you'll never see him bring an 
object into the ring or bite 
anybody in the head. | don't 
mind people like Race at all. 
When you wrestle him, you 
know you're going to take your 
lumps, but you also know that 
you'll be back in that ring again. 
With maniacs like McGraw, 
Steele, Brower, the Butcher, you 
never have that assurance. 

“There is no place for men like 
that in this sport. Men? | 
shouldn't even call them that. 
They are animals. And the 
animals in this sport must be 
tamed! It can be' done. But | can't 
do it alone. I'm going to need 
help from all of my colleagues, 
those who care about the future 
of this sport.”

LE ANDERSON IS not 
naive. He’s been through 
his share of wrestling wars, has 
seen both the ugly and pretty 
side of wrestling. /He’s been 
stabbed in the back, betrayed, 
bloodied, and beaten. And he's 
stabbed, mutilated, and 
crippled. All in a night's work 
Nor did Anderson have any 
illusions about Ivan Koloff. He 
didn't think the Russian could 
be trusted. Oh, he received 
assurances about peace 
Anderson wanted to believe 
those assurances. He didn't see 
where a megawar between 
between two powerful wrestlers 
could help Georgia wrestling. 
So Anderson had to look 
beyond the obvious signs and 
think of the future. The Russian 
had attacked: him, causing 
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immediate provocation and a 
brutal response. But the 
Russian expected that. He 
wouldn't have committed such 
a sordid crime if he didn't think 
Anderson would retaliate. 
Koloff was after a big fight. 

As a result of Koloff and his 
cohorts assault, Anderson 
declared war. Yet it was 
an uneasy war, one fought as 
much through proxy warriors 
as between Koloff and 
Anderson. Men like Killer Karl 
Kox and Masked Superstar 
were sent against Anderson, at 
Koloff's command. 

The valiant American beat 
them off. Despite his war, 
Anderson remained unpopular 
with the fans. They didn't think 
he had the courage: nor 
substance to stand up to the 


foul Russian. 
popularity rose. 

Each match, the decided, 
stubborn set of his proud face 
increased fan support. Each 
match more fans rose and 
cheered his name. Earlier 
discussion of another substi- 
tuting for Anderson if: this 
brutal war against the Russian 
quieted. A special favorite, Mr. 
Wrestling 11 was touted as a 
possible rival. But fans saw how 
Anderson had grown, how his 
past cruelty had softened, his 
ruthlessness - tempered, his 
character matured. 

“My impression of rule- 
breakers has changed more in 
the past few weeks than in all 
my career,” said Anderson. "I

evil. And | knew we had a cold 
war going. 

“But Georgia is big enough 
for both wrestlers. There was no 
need for him to launch that 
attack. And he did it so sneakily. 
Wearing a mask, then insisting 
one of his comrades, a 
rulebreaker, had invited him in 
to wrestle me. 

“Everyone knew Koloff didn't 
need any urging to launch a 
cowardly war. He thought this 
cowardly act would gain him 
greater power in Georgia. The 
Russian was very wrong. He 
didn't count on my allies.” 

Within days of this senseless 
attack, the Georgia wrestling 
community rose up as one to 
denounce Koloff's mad 
adventurism. 

“Ole Anderson has my 
complete support in anything 
he must do to beat back the 
Russian," said Tommy Rich. 

“Ole can count on те," said 
Mr. Wrestling Il. 

"A stand must be taken 
somewhere along the line,” said 
Tim "Mr. Wrestling" Woods. 
"First it's Ole, next it's one 
of us.” 

"An attack on Ole must be 
considered an attack on all 
scientific wrestlers. What 
reaction Anderson takes | will 
personally support,” said 
Bob Armstrong. 

Wearing a mask and sneak- 
attacking Anderson was the 
final indignity. Immediately, 
Ole issued stringent, harsh 
measures designed to punish 
Koloff for his treachery. 

"| have asked Georgia 
wrestling officials to ensure that 
no masked man be permitted to 
wrestle without proper 
identificiation,” said Anderson.

Andre 
the Giant reigns supreme wherever he 
appears. Yet the grapplers of an entire 
nation, the home of the martial arts, 
are determined to end this legendary 
career. 

Many Japanese wrestlers have 
found themselves committed to 
driving Andre the Giant from 
wrestling. More than 2,000 years of 
tradition have dictated this decision 
For the sake of Baba the Giant, Andre 
cannot remain a grappler. 

One of wrestling's living leg- 
ends, Andre the Giant, stands 
ready to be introduced (left) 
while on tour in Japan. The 
match is a tough one for the 
Giant as he is double-teamed 
by Hoshino and Sakaguchi 
(right). Was this part of 
the plot to destroy Andre: 


IS THERE 
A SECRET

‘It’s very hard,” Antonio Inoki says, 
“to explain this to the western mind. 
Being an island nation, we have a sense 
of national pride which was necessary 
for us to develop if we wished to 
survive. It has become a large part of 
our social structure. It even deter- 
mines, to a great degree, how we think. 
If a national figure is threatened. we 
are compelled to repel the threat at any 
cost 

“Baba is this kind of national figure. 
He has occupied a special place in our 
wrestling culture. He has made certain 
claims, most of which he has sub- 
stantiated. However, as long as Andre 
wrestles, his glory is diminished 

“We can't even control how we feel

about it, We could just as easily stop 
breathing as not attempt to aid Baba 

Of course, Baba can easily defend 
himself. He doesn’t need us. However, 
we're obligated by more than 2,000 
years of tradition to help him. I 
trying to explain why a samurai would 
commit hari-kiri. No matter how hard 
you try, a western mind can’t under- 
stand why he does it. To the eastern 
sensibility, no explanation is neces- 
sary 

“Baba can't even tell us not to help 
him: He doesn't have that choice! We 
are all victims of something that 
happened 2,000 years ago. Of course, 
biggest victim of all has to be 
Andre.” 


Has Andre the Giant become so big he 
now threatens an entire country? The 
answer seems to be yes! 


Inoki may not relish the detruction 
of Andre, but he’s passionately 
committed to driving the gigantic 
grappler form the sport. However, 
there are others who couldn't be 
happier about their task 

“If my duty was not to destroy 
Andre,” Toru Tana contends, “I 


would do it for the joy of watching that 
overgrown clod squirm. Heis the most 
overrated, uncoordinated wrestler 
who has ever lived! I had to spend 


years learning my craft. Now this freak 
only has to stand there and heisa hero. 
Disgusting! And I cannot wait to see 
him finished!” 

Jealousy directed at Andre is not 
new. But an entire nation dedicated to 
driving a man from his livelihood 
is both extraordinary and shocking. 
As might be expected, alliances have 
been formed dedicated to destroying 
Andre 

The 


last time Andre traveled to

Japan, he found himself being pursued 
by the savage team of Small Hoshino 
and Sakaguchi, two of the nation’s 
most accomplished grapplers.

The two men worked perfectly 
together. At times, they made. Andre's 
head ring with well executed headlocks 
and forearm smashes. Their intent was 
obvious—break the giant's neck! 

“Though we failed to drive this giant 
from wrestling,” Hoshino admits, “we 
did learn where he is most vulnerable. 
There will be others after us. Andre has 
escaped this time. He will not escape 
forever. Andre the Giant's future 
matches are few.” 


Hoshino announces his threat with 
the utmost calm, never even raising the 
inflection in his voice. yet his message 
loses none of its horror for the soft 
delivery 

Many people can't understand how 
the Japanese wrestlers can declare a 
vendetta against a man the fans 
worship. Wherever Andre appears, the 
arenas are packed and the crowd 
cheers him wildly. He is among the 
most popular grapplers ever to journey 
to this lovely island natión. Why don't 
the fans share their wrestlers sense of 
duty? 


"Most of the Japanese people,” 
Tommy Tsuruta explains, “aren't 
warriors, There is a special warrior 


mentality which we've learned at the 


Hoshino is trapped between the 
powerful legs of Andre (above).

feet of old Samurai masters. Our 
people understand our commitments, 
and respect us for them, but are under 
no obligation to share them. They are 
free from what we cannot escape. 

“You must remember, we are the 
modern*samurai. And samurai һауе 
always been on the outside of the 
society they were pledged to protect 
At no time in our long history have 
warriors allowed the people to share in 
our customs. No one felt safe with a 
samurai present, fo they were wild and 
dangerous men. 

*We are the modern warriors. Our 
concerns are not the concerns of the 
Japanese people. We cannot care if the 
people do not follow us.”

what their wrestlers must do, al- 
though few wish to see Andre’s career 
destroyed. 

“We watch with our mouths in our 
hearts,” Toshiro Kurosawa, a veteran 
fan admits. “We do not wish to see 
Andre hurt for we share the world’s 
opinion that he is one of the great men 
in wrestling history. Any harm to 
Andre would be a cruel blow to 
wrestling. There would be much 
sorrow in our country if Andre should 
be seriously injured here. 

“Yet we have great respect for our 
own wrestlers, They have learned well 
from the masters. Our traditions live 
In the modern world, that is a great 
accomplishment.” 

So with a strange combination of 


т 


sorrow and pride, the Japanese people 
watch a war which was declared 2,000 
years ago. no опе can stop it, though 
only a few of the warriors wish to go 
into battle. And in the middle of this 
uncontrolable situation is a gigantic 
Frenchman. 
“Naturally,” 


Andre admits, “I’m 
bit confused. Many of the Japanese 
wrestlers out to get me I consider 
friends, And they consider me their 
friend! All have apologized to me for 
this. Some have even tried to make me 
understand what has happened. I have 
a very beautiful letter from Baba the 
Giant, almost 10 pages long, trying to 
explain why I must be driven from the 
sport we all love 

“But just as they must do what they 
must, I must do what I must. I will 
continue to wrestle in Japan—and 
damn the consequences!” 

Andre the Giant isa very brave, very 
proud man. But can even a giant take
